The McKinley Tariff Act Declared to 
be Constitutional. 


The Judges Decline to Intertere in 
Bering Sea Disputes. 


The Appeal of Two Chicago Anarchists 
Rejected — A Ruling Sustaining ex- 
Speaker Reed—The Barbed Wire 
Patent Held Valid.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The three cases in which 
importers sought to test the constita- 
tionality of the McKinley tariff act 
were today decided by the United States 
Supreme Court. The court affirmed the 
judgment of the New York and Illinois 
Circuit Courts of the United States in 
favor of the constitutionality of the 
act. The three casesin which import- 
ers sought to test the constitutionality 
of the McKinley tariff act were those of 
Boyd, Sutton & Co., and Herman, Stein- 
bach & Co., each against the United 
States and Joel B. Eberhardt, Collector 
of the Port of New York, and Marshall 
Field & Co. vs. Clark, Collector of the 
Port of Chicago. The grounds } on 
which it was maintained that the tariff 
was unconstitutional were that the to- 
bacco rebate section of the bill had 
been omitted in its enrollment after 
passage ¥ Congress, and therefore the 
bill signed by the President was not the 
same bill passed by the legislative de- 
partment of the Government; that the 
reciprocity feature wasa transmission 
to the executive of the law-making 
power and therefore void, vitiating the 
whole act; and, lastly, that the act was 
void because of the sugar bounty pro- 
vision.

deliberate attention to the question, now 
raised for the first time for the court’s de- 
termination, whether the act signed by the 
President was actua]lly the law passed by 
Gengress.

As to reciprocity the court says: | 

Various decisions of the court and the 
practice of years establish the right of Con- 
gress to give the President power by proc- 
lamation at a future day to revoke or mod- 
ify certain clauses of an act. It was not * 
transfer of legislative power, but em y 
gave the President power to determin 
whether the time had arrived which the re- 
quirements of Congress, as to the act taking 
effect, specified should arrive. The Presi- 
dent is not vested with any real legislative 
power ; Congress prescribed the conditions 
under whic. the President should act. All 
he had to ascertain was that a particular 
fact existed, and then it was directed that 
he execute the act. The President was the 
mere agent of the law-making power. 


With respect to sugar bounties the 
court says: 


The argument that the validity of the 
whole act is involved inthe question as to 
whether or not this clause is valid is so ob. 
vious,an error as not to warrant much ar. 
gument. There is no such connection 
between this partof the act and other sec- 
tions as to warrant the court in assuming 
that the rest would not have been adopted 
but for the adoption of the bounty system. 
They are entirely separate in purpose. 

Justice Lamar ard Chief Justice Ful- 
ler concurred in the finding of the court, 


but dissented from that part holding 


the reciprocity section constitutional. 
They held that it was a transfer of leg- 
islative power, but concurred in the 


conclusion of the ground that there was. 


not vital connection between the reci- 
procity section and the tariff portions of 
the act. 


THE SAYWARD CASE. 


The Supreme Court Declines to Interfere 
in the Bering Sea Dispute. 

Wasuineaton, Feb. 29.—[By the Asso- 
The opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
case of ex parte Thomas H. Cooper, 
owner of the Canadian schooner Say- 
ward, by which the government of Great 
Britain and the Dominion of Canada 
sought to obtain from the highest legal 
tribunal in the United States a determi- 
nation of the question of the right of 
the United States to exercise exclusive 
over the seal fisheries in 

ering Sea, was today rendered. The 
court first took up the question of the 
right of the Supreme Court to issue a 
writ of prohibition against the Alaskan 
court. It says: 

Although the Alaska court was not men- 
tioned in the act giving the United States 
Supreme Court power to issue writs of pro. 
hibition to review decisions of District 
Courts, yet nevertheless, where the Alaska 
court is acting as a District Court of the 
United States and in admiralty proceed. 
ings, it comes within the purview of the act 
giving the Supreme Court power to review 
by way of writof prohibition. 

It then takes up the next question and 
says: 

The libel on its face states that the court 
found that sealing had taken place within 
the limits of Alaskaand the waters thereof, 
thus making the jurisdiction appear fully 
on the face of the proceedings, The owner 
of the vessel could have questioned the 
right of the court to exercise jurisdiction 
and try the case. He did not do so and the 
court holds that it cannot now, on the 
ground that the private rights of the owner 
were involved, isgsu¢ a writ of prohibition 
to determine whether or not the Alaska 
court had jurisdiction clearly asserted on 
the face of the proceedings. 

Justice Field dissented in this case 
and also from the decision in favor of 
the United States in the case of the 
schooner Sylvia one an American 
vessel seized for illegal sealing, and in 
which the points raised were the same 
as in the Sayward case.

. THE ANARCHIST CASES. 


Fielden and Schwab Must Serve Out Their 
Sentences at Joliet. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the cases of the An- 
archists, Fielden and Schwab, now 
serving life terms inthe Joliet (Ill.) 
penitentiary for participation in the 
Haymarket tiots, the United States Su- 
preme Court has affirmed the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Illinois that 
their sentence is not in violation of the 
Constitution. 

Justice Harlan, who delivered the 
opinion of the court, first took up the 
ground that the prisoners had been de- 
nied due process of law because they 
were not present when the Illinois Su- 
preme Co passed sentence. The 
opinion says: 

The Supreme Court of Illinois was not 
one of original jurisdiction. Sentence was 
pronounced by the court of Cook —: 
and the Supreme Court of Illinois merely 
fixed the date in conformity with the crim- 
inal code of the State. No constitutional 
right of thé prisoners was denied by the 
State Supreme Court refusing to enter on 
its récora the fact that Schwab and Fielden 
were not present when judgment was pro- 
nounced. Tie sentence of death was not 
Fater body an the Supreme Court. The 
latter body ply afirmed the judgment 
of the Cook Gounty Court. No well consid- 
ered case supports the contention of the 
appellant. either reason nor ee pol- 
icy réquiré that a defendant shall be per- 
sonally present pending the proceedings in 
an appellate court, whose function is to de- 
termine whether there were errors in the 
record to the prejudice of the accused, and 
especially where, as in this case, he 
had counsel to represent him in the 
court of review. The judgment of con- 
viction was not vacated by the writ of 
error; its execution was only suspended, 
pending proceedings in the appellate court. 
The Joliet penitentiary is made the place 
for the confinement of persons sentenced 
by courts so that the detention of appellant 
by the warden of the penitentiary is not in 
violation of any right secured to him, by 
the Federal Constitution. 

In reading the opinion the Justice 
made nomention of the point taken by 
the appellant that the Governor could 
commute a sentence, but could not pro- 
vide for its execution. 

The above decision was given in the 
case of Schwab. Iu the case ot Fielden 
the same doctrine is applied by the 
court to meet the point. of absence of 
the accused when resentenced. The 
court also shortly disposed of the con- 
stitutional point raised, that the rights of 
defendant r sader the Constitution were 
-violated bythe refusal of the Supreme 
Court’ of Illinois to amend its record to 
show that he was not present in person 
or by counsel at the time it affirmed the 
judgment of the trial court. The 
opinion upholds the Illinois Supreme 
Court and its declaration that the law 
of that State is that amendments of the 
records of a court in derogation ofa 
tinal judgment are not permitted after 
the expiration of the term at which 
judgment was rendered. 


REED SUSTAINED. 


The Ex-Speaker’s “No Quorum” Ruling Up- 
held by the Supreme Court. 

WasHINGTON, Feb. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The ‘No Quorum” 
case, in whish the legality of the 
Dingley Worsted Act; wasattacked by 
importers, was today decided by the 
United States Supreme Court. The 
Dingley act was passed through the ac- 
tion of Speaker Reed in counting a 
quorum when a quorum of members 
Was present, but not voting. The 
importers maintained that Speaker 
Reed’s action was in violation of the 
Constitution, and that an act passed 
in this manner was void. The court, 
in an opinion by Justice Brewer, holds 
that the ‘‘no quorum’’ rule was valid, 
andthe House of Representativeshad a 
right to make sucha ruling. The opin- 
ion says: 

The Constitution provides that a majority 
of each House shall constitute a quorum to 
do business. In other words, when a ma- 
jority is present the House isin a position 
todo business. Its capacity to transact 
business is then established, created by the 
mere presence of a majority, and does not 
depend upon the disposition or assent or 
action of any single member or fraction of 
the majority present. All that the Consti- 
tution requires is the presence of a major- 
ity, and when the majority is present the 
“power of the House —arises._-The Constitu- 
tion has prescribed no method of ascer- 
taining the presence of a majority arid it is 
therefore clearly within the competency of 
the House to prescribe any method that 
may be reasonably certain to ascertain the 
fact. There wasa quorum present when 
this bill passed, and the question is whether 
a quorum being present the bill received a 
sufficient number of votes, and here the 
general rule of all parliamentary bodies is 
that when a quorum ispresent the act of 
the majority of the quorum is the act of 
the body. Inthe United States Constitu- 
tion there is no such limitation as is found 
in certain State constitutions that a ma- 
jority of all members elected shall be pres- 
ent as necessary tothe passage of a bill, 
and, therefore, the general law of such 
bodies obtains.

Nineteen Rounds. 


Stockton’s Dusky Bruiser Knocks Out 
His Adversary.

San Francisco, Feb. 29.—|] By the As- 
sociated Press.| Charlie Turner, the 
colored Stockton middle-weight pugilist, 
has recovered his old form and is now 
fighting better than ever. He whipped 
Black Pearl (Harris Martin) tonight, 
showing his superiority in every way. 
He out-boxed, out-slugged and ou’-gen- 
eraled Pearl, who is himself no poor 
fighter. Turner’s knock-out blowin the 
nineteenth was unexpected and sudden. 
Pearl was still strong and was making 
a game, hard fight, but when the Stock- 
ton man swung his right fist on Pearl's 
massive jaw there was no more fight- 
ing, as Pearl fell senseless to. the floor. 
Turner went to his corner with a happy 
grin, turning his back on his defeated 
antagonist as if confident that his blow 
had done the necessary work. The 
contest was remarkable for the fairness 
with which the pugilists fought. 

The fight was before the Occidental 
Athletic Club for a purse of $1000. 
The men weighed about 154 pounds 
each. Black Pearl was the favorite in 
the betting, 10 to 7. The men entered 
the ring at 9 o’clock and both appeared 
in good condition.

BERING SEA. 


A Treaty Providing for Arbitration Signed 
at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The negotiations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain looking to the submission to ar- 
bitration of the controversy between 
the two countries in regard to the Be- 
ring Sea seal fisheries reached a fa- 
vorable conclusion today. Paunce- 
fote, the British Minister, signed 
the treaty today of arbitration in behalf 
of Great Britain. He said that he was 
fully authorized by Lord Salisbury to 
take this action. Blaine signed the 
document in behalf of this Government, 
andthe matter was consummated, so 
far as the diplomatic part of the busi- 
ness is concerned.

Review of the Work Accomplished During 
the Past Year. 


The Association Record, containing 
the year’s review of the work of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of 
this city, has, just been issued. The 
Committee on Visitation of the Sick re- 
ported fifty-five visits to the County 
Hospital, where they distributed 6077 


bouquets, 7540 English papers, 565 
English magazines, 200 tracts, 290 
foreign papers. Seventeen meetings 


have been held at the hospital, with a 
total attendance of 555, and one con- 
cert given to the patients, seventy-five 
of whom were present. On Thanks- 
giving day there were distributed 148 
bags ofjassorted fruits, twenty-eight jars 
of jelly, and on Christmas 150 Christ- 
mas cards. Outside of the hospital 
work the committee reports 100 visits 
to young men sick at rooms and board- 
ing-houses, ten night watches furnished, 
fifty bouquets and ten delicacies 
distributed, fifteen physician’s visits, 
medicine and necessaries furnished, 
and three admissions procured to the 
County Hospital. The receipts by 
collections and special gifts have been 
$37.35 and disbursements $35. The 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor has materially assisted in 
this work among the sick; Dr. A. B. 
Newkirk has given his professional ser- 
vices and §. J. Mathes for along time 
furnished a conveyance for the use of 
the committee in reaching the hospital.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Interesting Session of the Munici- 
pal Legislators. 


Mr. Mclimoil Replies to the Mayor’s 
Veto Message. 


He Accuses His Honor of Misrepre- 
senting Various Facts. 


The Park Boulevard Matter Discussed— 
Street Work Ordered—Reports of 
Officers—General Routine 
Business. 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every member present, 
and after the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of the following routine 
business was transacted: 

A brief message from the Mayor, re- 
turning the ordinance ‘“‘changing the 
names of certain streets, etc.,’’ for 
amendment, in accordance with the re- 
quest of the member from the Ninth 
Ward, was read, and upon motion of 
Councilman Rees the vote by which the 
same had been adopted was reconsid- 
ered. The ordinance was then amended 
by the insertion of the words ‘‘New 
York street,’ in the fifth line of section 
1 thereof, and upon motion of the same 
member the ordinance was readopted. 

The Mayor’s veto message with refer- 
ence to the appointment of commission- 
ersin the matter of the opening of 
Sixth street, which was published in 
Taz Times on Saturday last, was then 
read, and upon motion of Councilman 
Alford the vote by which the ordinance 
had been adopted was reconsidered. 


MR. M’ILMOIL ON THE MAYOR. 


The following communication was 
presented by John Mclimoil, ons of the 
commissioners for said street, and after 
being read was ordered placed on file: 

To the honorable the Councilof the City of 
Los Angeles— GENTLEMEN: I feel it my 
duty to reply to a part of Mr. Hazard’s 
long-winded veto on the appointment of N. 
E. Davidson, John Moriarity and myseif as 
commissioners to appraise the damages and 
assess the benefit, etc., in the opening and 
widening of Sixth street from Pearl street 
to the west line of Galpin tract. I will be 
as brief as ssible under the circum- 
tances, therefore will pass over the first 

art of itas mere stuff not worth notice, 

ut will say that if any one or all the 
Council will take the trouble to come toour 
office we will take pleasure in showing you, 
or any other person, just what we have 
done, how long we have worked and what 
we have received for our services. As for 
His Honor, the Mayor, I don't think he 
could understand anything about it any- 
way—there would be no political ‘*‘bunkum”’ 
in that, you know. We feel sure you, or 
anybody, would be satisfied that we are 
trying to do about what is right, and nearly 
succeeded, and when all the deeds for land 
taken for street purposes have been re. 
ceived and all me ip paid outon the sev- 
eral streets widened, etc., a report will be 
made to the Council. 

The Mayor apparently wishes to convey 
the idea to your honorable body and the 
people that we have drawn and are draw- 
ing salary for all the time while waiting to 
close up these several streets. The fact 
that I have received from the time Iwas 
first appointed acommissioner up to the 
present time, covering a period ot about 
thirty-two months, only $2164, being 
about $68 per month, is a sufficient answer 
to his imputation. 

Mr. Hazard says that «in a former at- 
tempt to open this same street a charge of 
$600 was made,’ That much is true, and, 
as the Council approved the charge, it is 
evident that it thought the same just. 

He says: ‘There were no improvements 
to be damaged, or houses to be removed, 
simply the computation of what ten small 
pieces of property to be taken for street 
purposes was worth.’’ That is not true, 
and he ought to know it as it isa matter of 
record. 

The facts are, that there were five build- 
ings to be cut or moved, as well as Dr. 
Bryant's large house to be moved and two 
houses to be condemned and taken off the 
property, also a stable to be cut orre- 
moved. The benefits to be assessed to pay 
the damages and expenses had to be 
spread over allthe property on both sides 
of the street from Pearl street to the west- 
ern city limits, on what was then known as 
Ward street, covering a frontage of about 
20,000 feet. 

Allthis is recorded in the City Clerk’s 
office, from which can be seen how near 
the Mayor comestothe true statement of 
facts. Butthis veto message is only ona 
par with nearly all his previous vetoes. 

Does the Mayor ever comc before or con- 
sult with the Council in regard to what 
would be right or just, and the correct way 
togetup any of these ordinances? No. 
But when an ordinance is presented for his 
signature he takes eight or ten days, which 
is allowed him to affix his signature, in 
getting up a long veto message, ingeniously 
constructed and worded, so as to endeavor 
to pull the wool over the eyes of the peo- 
ple, that they mightthink him their grand 
guardian and friend. 

It seems to me after reading his message 
and a number that have preceded this one 
that Mr. Hazard wilfully and maliciously 
misrepresents the case at hand,. or is 
grossly ignorant of the facts, or thinks he 
can bulldoze the Council into believing that 
black is white; in either case it is cer- 
tainly unbecoming a gentleman occupying 
so high a position in this municipality.

STREET MATTERS. 


Upon motion of Councilman Alford 
the ordinance was readopted, notwith- 
standing the objections of the Mayor. . 

The City Clerk reported, presenting 
final ordinances forthe sidewalking of 
Bunker Hill avenue, between First and 
Fourth streets, and the paving of Ala- 
meda street, between First and Aliso 
streets, over which matters the Council 
acquired jurisdiction on Feb. 26..

He also called attention to the fact 
that Miliken had not yet signed his 
agreement with referenceto the zanja 
water, approved by the Council on Feb- 
ruary 15, and that the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Railway Com- 
pany had neglected to sign its agree- 
ment, approved on February 8.

In accordance with the recommendation 
of the City Attorney, which was adopted 
by your honorable body some weeks ago 
relative to the establishing of rules in this 
department governing the moving of 
houses along the public streets of the city, 
I herewith furnish. you witha copy of the 
rules for your approval. 

Referred to the Board of Public 
Works. 

Inthe matter of the sewer now being 
constructed on Fifth street I have to re- 
port that at the intersections of Los An- 
geles street and at Wall street no pro- 
vision has been made for the laying of the 
pipe across Fifth street at these intersec- 
tions. 

The pipe should be laid before the street 
is paved, and I would recommend that some 
one be employed at once or have the con- 
tractor lay this pipe and save the street 
from being torn up whenthe sewer is laid 
on Los Angelés street and Wall street. 

Referred to the Sewer Committee. 

ASSESSOR’S DEPUTIES. 

A communication was recejved from 
City Assessor Hinton requesting per- 
mission to appoint ten additional depu- 
ties in his office, to serve from the first 
Monday in March to the first Monday 
in July. Upon motion of Councilman 
Tufts the request was granted and the 
ordinance presented by the City Attor-. 
ney providing for ten deputies at $90 
each per month was adopted.

CEMENT PIPE SPECIFICATIONS. 

Upon motion of Councilman Alford 
the matter of the communication of 
Frick Bros. etal., asking that certain 
specifications with refgrence to cement 
pipe be adopted, wer#? taken from the 
committee ofthe whole, and J. E. Frick 
then addressed the Council on the ques- 
tion of the adoption of certain specifi- 
cations which would provide for the 
construction of cement pipes for sewers 
instead of vitrified pipe. 

Councilman McGarry vigorously op- 
posed the proposition, saying that it 
would be a retrogression on the part of 
the city to adopt the specifications, as 
the new style of vitrified pipe was per- 
fection as compared with that proposed 
by Mr. Frick, and in his opinion it 
would be a great mistake to adopt it. 

Councilman Innes asked whether or

The City Engineer reported that the 
cost of proposed improvements on Soto 
street, between Brooklyn avenue and 
Sheridan street exceeded $2 per foot, 
and presented an ordinance for the im- 
provement of the same under the bond 
act. The rate of interest was fixed at 
8 per cent., and the ordinance passea 
under suspension of the rule. 

The City Engineer presented an or-

In that case, however, 
the fruit was palatable and healthful, 
although a little disfigured as to its ex- 
terior. This season much of the fruit 


of fair appearance is found to be dam- 


aged in juices and flavor, and there is 
no cause to which this can be attrib- 
uted except the frosts of December. 
We incline to the opinion that ignorance 
is no excuse on the part of the shippers. 
They had abundant chance to taste the 
fruit and have a turn with the colic be- 
fore theysent it away. It would rather 
seem that they hoped to sell the or- 
anges on their fair appearance and 
pocket the proceeds before the pur- 
chasers had tasted them. In this case 
there is no occasion for wasting sym- 
pathy on the sufferers. Let them pay 
the freight and take the lesson. Mean-

Tue Santa Barbara Press hasa _ well- 
considered article on building associa- 
tions, showing the essential differences 
between the ‘‘national’’ kind and those 
Organized onthe ‘home principle and 
conducted. by responsible 
-“Tle local association is organ- 
ized on a purely coéperative  ba- 
sis. Itis almost entirely without ex- 
pense. It is managed by men elected 
directly by the stockholders themselves. 
Its directors’ meetings are held monthly 
and are open to every stockholder. 
Its loans are made in open competition, 
and every stockholder wishiug to bor- 
row hasthe opportunity to obtaina 
loan. It is absolutely safe. In the past 
fifty years, since the first building asso- 
ciation was organized in Philadelphia, 
not one has ever failed. The na- 
. tionals, on the other hand, are especially 
organized to operate at a distance, with 
the sole object of putting money into 
the pockets of the’ projectors and of- 
ficers. No national association has 
ever matured. Some,of the older Min- 
neapolis concerns, where this scheme of 
eprichment originated, paid off their 
firet series promptly, but later investi- 
@ations, when they were in the hands 
‘of receivers, proved that this was done; 
Mot by money earned, but by money 
‘Sonstantly coming in from fresh dupes. 
These ussociations are based upon an 
essentially wrong financial principle 
wand itis mo more possible for them to 
ipucceed, than it was for the notorious 
Woman's Bank in Boston, some ten 
wears ago, which paid 5 per cent. in- 
Rerest per month on deposits. It is a 
Buancial impossibility for them to keep 
their promises made to stockholders. 
The public should carefully discrimi- 
mabe between the two kinds of building

independent, uncompromised attitude 


towards the Council, the water com- 
panies and all intending investors, 
known and unknown, we are prepared 
to consider and discuss on its merits 
any proposition that is up, or that may 
come before the house. 

Many plans have been projected for 
handling the water of and for the’city. 

The scheme to have the city purchase 
the éxisting plants; to have it erect 
works de novo; to have the business 
done by a new company; to let the ex- 
isting company go on tothe end of its 
contract, and then, by the agreement, | 
surrender its rights and works to the 
city—all these projects have been 
touched upon in these columns, and the 
various persons, projectors and public 
officers interested have been given an 
opportunity to present and advocate 
their views in this journal. 

The question of the power of the mu- 
nicipal corporation to possess, own and 
control the works has been gone into, 
likewise its expediency—which is a 
question upon which citizens hon- 
estly~ differ., The rights of the 
City Water Company ‘have been 
considered and its conduct criti- 
cised. The broad, practical, perti- 
nent question of whether the city has 
the legal power and the present finan- 
cial ability to build works, without first 
disposing of the existing plants, has 
been traversed in its legal aspects; and, 
in short, every phase of the water 
question has been canvassed, either ed- 
itorially or in letters from the people, 
in special reports, or in arguments be- 
fore the Council reproduced in these 
columns. We have, in brief, endeav- 
ored to give all sides a hearing, and we 
believe we have not failed in this para- 
mount duty of journalism. | 

When any specific plan for the reor- 
ganization of the existing water system 
and the management of the works 
comes up for positive action on the part 
of Council, owners and people TE 
Times will not be found occupying 
an equivocal position. If the out- 
lined project. for purchase by the 
city should be crystallized into a 
proposition to be submitted to a 
popular vote, and if it can be demon- 
strated—which we frankly doubt—that 
the city can safely go into a deal 
involving the expenditure of from 
two and a half to three and a 
half millions of dollars, as_ esti- 
mated by the engineers, then we shall 
advocate a popular decision of the ques- 
tion. If, on the other hand,a sound 
plan is offered for the handling of the 
water works by a responsible new com- 
pany, which shall be under strict mu- 
nicipal control, required to give the 
best service at the lowest practicable 
rates, and be ready to turn over its 
works to the city upon demand, after 
due notice and payment, then we shall 
favor that plan if it seems best, on the 
ground that it will be better for the 
city to acquire the works atits pleas- 
ure, at an understood price, than to be 
compelled to invest a large sum of 
money in them, or in building new ones, 
before it is ready, and when it might be 
financially embarrassing to do so. 

In any event, whatever plan comes up 
for action, we shall advocate its open, 


public and thorough discussion, keeping 


always in view the chief object to be 
attained, namely, the supplying of the 
citizens with good and abundant water 
at a fair price. 

if a good plan is presented and bad 
methods are resorted to in order to se- 
cure its adoption we shall oppose it. 
If boodlers come to the front, whether 
they be private persons, public officials 
or pretentious ‘‘newspaper men,’’ they 
may expect exposure at our hands. 

And now what of the carping, stupid- 
cunning and gopher-like Express? It 
again has the hardihood to deal in slurs 
and insinuations as usual. Can it show 
clean hands and right motives? Can it 
clear its bedraggled skirts of the sus- 
picion that attaches to the common 
street-walker in journalism? The syc- 
ophantic, office-holding, pap-sucking 
editor of the Express makes a mistake 
when he deals in baseless insinuations. 
Let him beware! He will do well to go 
slow in casting innuendoes against the 
journal that he hates with a blind and 
senseless hatred.

Los ANGELES, Feb. 29.—[To the Editor of 
THE TivEs.} ‘‘Look Out for Jobbery!’’ is 
the editorial cry of the Evening Express 
in reference to the water question. It is 
the old ‘‘stop-thief’’ yell that we are so 
familiar with in the case of the ‘‘fence”’ 
family. The Express asserts that the con- 
tract made with the City Water Company 
in 1868 is valid and binding upon the city 
—that having been entered into previous 
to the adoption of the present constitution, 
is beyond the control of the Legislature 
and the Council. 

It is good to see that the Express editor 
has sufficient sense to perceive the danger 
which THE Times has pointed out and 
assert what he has heretofore denied. 
The contract provides that the rates for 
water shall not be less than they were in 
1868. Then they were about four times 
the rates now charged by the water com- 
pany. When the contract expires in 1898 
the city must buy the plant before it can go 
into the water business on its own account. 
To buy, it must have bonds voted, and it re- 
quires two-thirds of the voters tocarry a 
bond proposition. ‘In the the 
water company has not hesitated to 
take a hand in “politics and it 
could always secure a few votes over 
one-third; hence it could forever hold the 
city by the throat. The people want to see 
this power broken, and the business of sup- 
plying water placed under the regulations 
of the present constitution, which author- 
izes the Council to fix the rates every year. 
I believe the public understands this mat- 
ter and will not allow any short-grass 
bovine to obscure the real situation by 
throwing dust and bellowing ‘‘jobbery.”’ 
The public wants a water company under 
its control, and when it is there the rates 
can be put so- low that the property can be 
purchased ata fairrate. This is the only 
way outof the difficulty. Get the present 
monopoly under the general law, control 
its operations, and buy its works only when 
the city is ready.

THE BROKEN SAN DIEGO BANK. 


The Preliminary Examination of President 
Collins Tomorrow. 
The examination of President Collins, 


commence tomorrow. So far as known 
Mr. Collins has made no attempt to 
give bail, but has remained quietly at 
his rooms at the Brewster in charge of 
an officer, attending to his correspond- 
ence and preparing for his trial. 

From a gentleman who arrived from 
San Diego last evening it was learned 
that public sentiment was turning very 
rapidly against Collins, and it was 
stated that his chances for furnishing 
bail are very slim. It is claimed that 
there is a great deal behind the failure 
that hasso far been kept secret, but 
that at the preliminary hearing a show- 
ing will be made that will‘create a sen- 
sation. Just what the nature of these 
developments are is not stated, but.it is 
claimed thatif the matter is gone into 
at all it will effectually stop all talk in 
Collins’ favor, and destroy all chance 
of his furnishing bail, in which case he 
will be committed to the county jail to 
await trial. 

On the other hand, Collins maintains a 
bold front, and says he will have no 
trouble in proving his innocence of any 
crime. .

DESPOTIC BARILLAS. 


A Reign of Terror in Gautemala Under His 
Rale. 

New York, Feb, 29,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald's San Salva- 
dor correspondent sends the following: 
“It is stated here with great positive- 
nessthat Gen. Reina Barrios, who some 
time ago returned from San Francisco, 
Cal., to run as a candidate for the Presi- 
dency of Guatemala, is a prisoner in the 
hotel where he has been stopping with 
his family. President Barillas, it is al- 
leged, caused rumors to be spread to 
the effect that Barrios had determined 
and powerful enemies, who were plan- 
ning to assassinate him. To protecthim 
from this danger the President is main- 
taining a constant guard of troops 
around his hotel. Gen. Barrios’s wife, 
whois an American woman, is half 
crazed through fear that her husband 
will be murdered. 

‘Col. Lima, who, it is alleged, failed 
to carry out Barillas’s order to start a 
pretended revolt, which was to be at- 

ributed to Gen, Enriquez, and thus af- 
ord a pretext for killing the latter, 
has, itis said, been whipped to death 
in the penitentiary. President Baril- 
las, itis stated, is frightened by the 
idea that he will be poisoned.”’ 
FINANCIAL CRISIS IN COSTA RICA,

workers have been thrown out of em- 
ployment and are now classed as un- 
skilled workmen. 


Hard Times in England, 

Lonpon, Feb. 29.—It is estimated 
that 460.000 miners with cease work 
in a fortnight in their efforts to prevent 
ha reduction in wages. Should the pres- 
ent intentions of the miners be carried 
out and a strike inaugurated branch in- 
dustries will be adversely affected, and 
it is estimated that 1,000,000 men will 
feel the effects of the struggle. The 
price of coal is rapidly rising in Lon- 
don, the figures of today showing an ad- 
vance of 8 shillings a ton above Satur- 
day’s rates. The increase will fall 
heavily on the poorer classes.

ALL INDICTED. 


Members of the Great Whisky Trust 
Arrested. 


They Will Have to go to Boston to An- 
swer Charges of Violating the Sher- 
man Anti-trust Law—How 
They Take it,

CuicaGo, Feb. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.| It is definitely known that the 
Federal grand jury at Boston on Febru- 
ary 112 indicted all officers and directors 
of the Cattle Feeding and Distilling 
Company (Whisky Trust) for violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. Today 
United States Marshal Hitchcock’s dep- 
uties were engaged in serving warrants 
for the arrest of the indicted men. The 
following are the indicted: Joseph B. 
Greenhut, Peoria, president; Herbert 


William N. Hobart, Cincinnati, treas- 
urer; Warren H. Corning and Julius E. 
French, Cleveland; Lewis H. Greene, 
Cincinnati; Nelson Morris, George J. 
Gibson and Peter J. Hennessey, Chi- 
cago, directors. _Hennessey is also sec- 
retary. He was arrested this morning. 

Word is received from Peoria saying 
that Greenhut has been arrested and 
‘gave bail in $10,000 to appear in court 
in Boston next Monday. Hennessey did 
likewise. 

The indictment is of ominous char- 
acter, making its charges against the 
officers and directors in a body. 
réturned as of date the second Tuesday 
of December last.. The violations are 
charged as having been continuous 
since February 11,1890. It. charges 
that during 1890 the defendants pur- 
chased, rented or leased properties of 
competing distilling companies to the 
number of seventy. From August, 
1890, up to the time of finding the in- 
dictment, they controlled the output of 
these distilleries and sold 66,000,000 
gallons at prices fixed by them. This 
they did unjustly, unlawfully and op- 
pressively to monopolize distilling and 
cattle feeding and the manufacture of 
wines, spirjfs and whiskies. The in- 
dictment then set out the agreements 
between the trust and Dexter T. Mills, 
Erastus C. Gaffield and John Joyce, 
whereby, in consideration of their pur- 
chase of trust goods, they were to re- 
ceive rebates of 2 cents per gallon. 
The prices charged, the indictment 
says,. were largely in excess of the 
usual prices at which goods of the kind 
were sold previous to the organization 
of the trust. Defendants in so doing, 
did, it is alleged, unlawfully and op- 
pressively prevent and counteract the 
effects of free competition on the price 
of said spirits and did unlawfully exact 
and procure great sums of money in 
said district from said Mills & Gaffield, 
as co-partners, from said Joyce and 
from divers other parties. 

The papers will either be forwarded 
to the Federal authorities in California 
for service on Morris or he will be al- 
lowed to make his way to Boston and 
give himself up to be admitted to bail. 
It is understood that the defense of 
officials of the trust will be that they 
are a regularly incorporated company 
on a large scale, and are doing business 
under a charter from the State of 
Illinois and that one company cannot 
combine to create a monopoly. 

CrnornnaTI, Feb. 29.—Treasurer Ho- 
bart and Director Greene, of the Cattle 
Feeding and Distilling Company, were 
arrested here today by being requested 
to appear before Commissioner Hooper. 
The warrant requires their appearance 
at Boston forthwith. Hobart says some 
dealers in Boston, who handled some 
rebate, have-also been indicted. } 

Pgoria (Ill.,) Feb. 29.—Deputy United 
States Marshal Charles this afternoon 
arrested President Greenhut of the 
Whisky Trust on an indictment found 
against him by the Federal grand jury 
in Boston. Greenhut says he considers 
the indictments the result of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law and in all probabil- 
ity based on the rebate system. He 
thinks the matter will simmer down to 
a civil suit and does not propose to post- 
pone his European tour. The case, he 
says, will be fought to the end. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 29. — Warner E. 
Corning and Julius French, two direct- 
ors of the Whisky Trust, arrived here 
today from the East. They were placed 
under arrest by a deputy marshal and 
gave bailin $10,000 each. 

Boston, Feb. 29.—This evening Dis- 
trict Attorney Allen said that never, he 
believed, in the history of courts had 
there been a case presented where so 
much pressure was brought to bear 
upon the District Attorney not to pros- 
ecute as in the Whisky Trust case. 
The indictments were reported on the 
28d of February and placed on the 
secret files.

FOUL CRIME DISCLOSED. 


A Rich Mendocino County Man 
Put to Death by Poison. 


A Will Forged for the Benefit of His 
Supposed Murderer. 


Capture of thé Latter—His Accom- 
plices to be Arrested. ~ 


Other Coast News—An Incendiary Blaze 
at Madera—Important Land De- 
cision at San Francisco—The 
Greenwood Murderer.

Uxiau, Feb. 29.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Edgar A. Martin was arrested 
by Sheriff Stanley this morning and will 
be formally charged tomorrow with the 
murder of Fred Heldt, commonly known 
as ‘Dutch Fred,’’ at Fort Bragg, Feb- 
ruary 17. Heldt was worth about 


\, $100,000. He died in a saloon at Fort 


Bragg while drunk, and it was supposed 
death was caused by paralysis. An‘ex~- 
amination of the stomach since shows 
that he had been poisoned. Shortly be- 
fore he died he sent for hls brother to 


‘make a will, but expired before the 


brother arrived. A short time after- 
ward Edgar A. Martin forwarded to a 
prominent attorney here a will signed 
by Heldt, in which Martin was made 
sole executor without bonds. 

The will was dated December 15 and 
was written by Martin in a dive and 
witnessed by the proprietor and his 
wife. The signature is genuine, but as 
Heldt could not read the supposition is 
that he did not know what he was sign- 
ing. The attorney became suspicious 
and informed an officer, which led to 
the arrest. Martin had been in the 
county four months and made Heldt’s™ 
acquaintance in the dive. He pre- 
tended to want to buy Heldt’s property, 
The supposition is that Martin got 
Heldt to sign the will while drunk and 
then poisoned him, expecting to reapa 
harvest by being executor. 

Mrs, Heldt will swear out a warrant 
on her arrival from Fort Bragg tomor- 
row. Martin suits the description of 
the Greenwood murderer and officers 
think he is the same man. Sheriff Mc- 
Kenzie of Napa county was telegraphed 
to be here tomorrow to identify him. 
Martin had received letters under the 
The dive pro- 
prietor and his wife are likely to be ar- 
rested tomorrow ona charge of being 
implicated in fraud and murder. 


THE MINERS’ HOPES. 


The Delegation at Washington Receiving 
Mach Encouragement, 

San Francisco, Feb. 29.—[Bv the As- 
sociated Press.| The Executive Com- 
mittee of the California Miners’ As- 
sociation held an executive session to- 
day, there being sixteen members pres- 
ent. A number of communications; 
consisting of telegrams and letters from 
the delegation at Washington, were 
read and discussed. The letters were 
from Hon. C. N. Felton, J. B. Hobson 
and J. K. Luttrell, and expressed confi- 
dence in the result of the present move- 
ment. . 

Mr. Hobson’s communication was es- 
pecially interesting, as it went fully 
into the status of the question in Wash- 
ington. Under date of February 21 he 
wrote that the delegation was making 
good progress among members of Con- 
gress, many of whom were promising 
their support to a bill favoring an ap- 
propriation forthe building of levees 
and restraining dams. He expressed 
great faith in the influence of Mr. Lut- 
trell, who had gained their admission 
to the floor of the House, though the 
California delegation were unable to 
get them that privilege. 


Concerning Senator Stanford, the 


writer said that gentleman had listened 


attentively to their arguments, and 
offered his assistance. He denied that 
his railroad interests would interfere 
with his advocacy of river improve- 
ments, and showed that the latter, by 
opening up the country to settlement, 
would benefit his interests to a very 
large extent.

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THE COURTS. 


The Case of Russell vs. the Cable 
Company. 


The Demurrers to the Complaint 
Overruled by Judge Wade. 


Lottery Dealer Fined in the United 
States District Court. 


Smith—Miguel Samouset Given 
More Time—General News 
—Court Calendar. 


Judge Wade rendered his decision 
overruling the demurrers to the com- 
plaint in the case of Edward Russell vs. 
Pacific Railway Company et al., in ac- 
cordance with the following opinion, 


yesterday morning: 

There are several demurrers submitted 
in this case, which, with one exception, 
were upon the ground that the complaint 
does not state facts sufficient toconstitute a 
cause of action. The complaint, however, 
sets up sufficient facts to constitute a cause 
of action against each of the demurrerants, 
and for this reason, so far as they are 
based upon that ground, they are over- 

led. 
rvinis ground ot demurrer raised the ques- 
tion whether the plaintiff, if all the tacts 
alleged in the complaint are taken as true, 
is entitled to any relief against the defend- 
ant whatever. When the complainant shows 
he is entitled to any kindof relief within 
the jurisdiction of the court to grant, the 
flemurrer will be overruled; but in the de- 
murrer of William Alvord there are several 
specific grounds stated, to-wit; 

Misjoinder of parties defendant, for the 
reason that defendant is improperly joined 
as such with the Los Angeles Cable Rail- 
way Company. The demurrer is overruled 
apon this ground. 

Again, that several causes of action have 
been impropefly united in said complaint 
to-wit: A cause of action to have a receiver 
appointed for the Pacific Railway Company 
to operate its alleged railway; a cause of 
action to discover the names of the stock- 
holders; a cause of action to levy and col- 
lect an assessment on the stock of said al- 
leged Pacific Railway Company. It is suf- 
ficient to dispose of this, objection that 
these are not causes of action, but are 
merely incidents to one cause of action as 
alleged in the complaint. These are but 
different kinds of relief that are asked, and, 
so far as the objection is raised to the ap- 

intment of & redeiver, that is merely an 

ncident of one of the kinds of relief de- 
manded. 

It is further objected that the complaint 
is unintelligible and uncertain for divers 
and sundry reasons, among others, that it 
cannot be ascertained in the amended com. 
plaint that the Pacific Railway Company is 
or eyer was a corporation, itcannot be as- 
certatnedin the complaint what property 
was conveyed by trust deed tothe Los An- 
geles Cable Railway Company, nor what 

roperty the said Pacific Railway 

mpany conveyed by trust deed to 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, or 
what street railways are known as the Los 
Angeles Cable Railway system, or to whom 
any street railways are known as the Los 
Angeles Cable Railway system, or who 
the original shareholders of the Los Ange- 
les Cable Railway Company were or are, or 
whether the person to whom it is alleged 
the capital stock of the Pacific Railway 
Company was issued are the same as the 
said original shareholders, or upon what 
terms the original shareholders received 
certificates, etc., or what property the said 
Pacific Railway Company has now or has at 
any time been possessed of, or had in con- 
trol, etc. Suffice it to say that so far as 
these matters are essential, they are al- 
leged with sufficient intelligibility and cer- 


nty. 
The further objection is raised that there 
isa defect of parties defendant, to-wit: 
The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, Will. 


In an action of this kind these would be 
proper but not necessary parties; that is, 
the plaintiff might obtain relief of some 
kind without their appearing as parties de- 
fenaant. Even if these omitted parties 
were necessary to some form of relief de- 
manded by the complaint, that would not 
be such a defect as would render the com. 
plaint demurrable upon this ground, unless 
there was no kind of relief that could be 
granted to the plaintiff without making 
them parties defendant. 

A great deal of learning of counsel has 
been employed in discussing. the question 
whether the court has jurisdiction in this 
case to appoint a receiver. It is obvious 
that that question cannot be raised By de- 
murrer for this réason: That itis not a 
specific ground described under the code 
and cannot be embraced under the general 
ground, because it is merely an incidentto 
relief that may be demanded in certain 
cases, and if this question may be raised it 
would seem that it should be raised only by 
some party tothe action or some one affected 
adversely, who was or could be regarded as 
aggrieved by such appointment. 

The demurrer of defendant Alvord and 
the other demurrers, therefore, will be 
overruled. W.P. WADE, Judge. 

TAKEN UNDER ADVISEMENT.

“(THE PACIFIC MAIL. 


Business from This City if the Vessels 
Stop at San Diego. 


Los Angeles Merchants Only Want Genu- 
ine Competition and & Reasonable 
Time of Delivery—A 
Good Thing. 


The following extract from the 
San Diego Sun was printed in THE 
Times yesterday morning: 

Los Angeles merchants intend, if the 
Pacific Mail vessels can be made to stop 
here recularly in the future, according 
to the terms of the subsidy contract, to 
import their goods from New York via that 
line and this port. 

A representative of Tut Times yes- 
terday visited a number of wholesale 
houses in various lines of business— 
groceries, dry goods, hardware, etc.— 
in order to ascertain what foundation, 
if any there might be, for the assertion 
of the San Diego paper. <A _ general 
desire was found to exist for lower 
rates of freight and an inclination to 
avail of any reduction that might be 
offered from any source, other circum- 
stances being equal. The rates by rail- 
road from New York at present are as 
follows: Dry goods, $2.35, $2.65, 
$3.30, $3.65 and $4.20. Groceries, 
$1.30 and $2.65. The rates vary ac- 
cording to quality of goods, heavy, 
coarse products paying, of: course, the 
lowest freight. The time of transpor- 
tation by the Southern Pacific from New 
York varies from twelve to fourteen 
days, and by the Santa Fé from Chicago 
from ten to eleven days, which may be 
considered very fair for freight. 

Whil@, however, there is, as stated, a 
disposition among local merchants to 
avail themselves of any channel that 
offers a decrease in cost of transporta- 
tion, the cringing fear of a railroad 
monopoly, which isso apparent in San 
Francisco, not being observable here, 
there was found little belief among 
business men that any genuine compe- 
tition could be expected on the part of 
the Pacific Mail. Several expressed 
the decided belief that competition 
from that source is out of the question. 
It is generally understood that the Pa- 
cific Mailisin receipt of a large an- 
nual subsidy, amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, to compensate it 
for the small difference which it makes 
between its rates and those of the rail- 
roads, and to keep it from making com- 
petitive rates. In fact, though not in 
name, it isa member of the Transcon- 
tinental Association. In “the same 
manner it has an agreement with the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company not 
to do business north of Mexico and it is 
this as well as the other arrangment 
which leads it totry and creep out of 


} ealling at San Diego. 


Some of the Los Angeles merchants 
have tried shipping by the Pacific Mail 
by way of San Francisco, but have not 
been encouraged to renew the attempt. 
One drawback is the extra time, which 
is a special object in shipments of dry- 
goods. Inshipping via San Diego there 
would be a gain of four or five days over 
shipments by way of San Francisco. 
As to cost, by the time the freight from 
San Francisco was paid, there. was 


found te be little or no difference. 


Theré would, of course, be some’ reduc- 
tion in freight on s |pments via San 
Diego, but the difference would not be 
very material. 

The San Francisco merchants avail 
themselves toa very limited extent of 
the Pacific Mail and Steamship Com- 
pany, for the reasons aiready given. It 
is this lack of competition in freights 
which has led San Francisco business 
men to organize recently and endeavor 
to secure true competition. One effort 
in this direction is the line of inde- 
pendent steamships by way of Cape 
Horn, one of. which touched at San 
Diego recently. This is genuine com- 
petition, as faras rates go. The rates 
average 85 cents, against an average 
of about $38 by rail, as quoted above. 
But the drawbacks afte heavy. Inthe 
first place, the time of passage around 
the Horn is long, and then goods de not, 
as a rule, arrive in such good condition 
as by rail. A Los Angeles firm re- 
ceived some goods by the last steamer 
of this line, and a quantity was spoiled. 

However, if the mail steamers will 
give Los Angeles merchants a show of 
genuine competifion, and will guarantee 
a reasonable time of delivery, they 
may count on securing considerable bus- 
iness from this city. The Southern Pa- 
cific Company has no strings on Los 
Angeles. The business men who were 
seen almost all expressed the opinion 
that it would be a good thing for South- 
ern California to have the Pacific Mail 
steamersccall regularly at San Diego 
and afterward at one of the ports of 
Los Angeles county, as soon as sufficient 
improvements shall have been made.

THE LADIES’ ANNEX. 


Action Taken in Mrs. Dr. Wilder’s 


Unanimously Repudiated as a Repre- 
sentative of the Organization. 


Resolutions Adopted Recommending 
Her Expulsion as a Member. 


The Lady Commissioner Finds Out What 
“They Are Going to Do About 
It''—«Unearthing” Still 
Going On. 


The attendance at the regular meet- 
ing of the Ladies’ Annex yesterday 
afternoon was much larger than usual, 
owing doubtless to the Wilder-Wiggins- 
Rose episode. A natural curiosity was 
aroused as to ‘‘what the Annex was 
going to do about it,’’ which interesting 
question was coolly put to them by 
Mrs. Wilder when she aunounced herself 
to the astonished members as the ap- 
pointee for the lady commissionership. 
That the ladies have been making up 
their mind ‘‘what to do about it’”’ is 
evident from the following resolutions 
which were yesterday read and unan- 
imously adopted as the sentiments of 
the members:.. 
WHEREAS, Senator L. J. Rose, World's 
Fair Commissioner of the Sixth District of 
California, kindly tendered the appoint- 
ment of lady commissioner to the Ladies’ 
Annex of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com,.} 
merce; and, whereas, his intention to con- 
fer that honor upon the Ladies’ Annex was 
not conveyed to the members thereof by 
the persons to whom Commissioner Rose 
confided it, but was used by such persons to 
secure the appointment of Mrs. Dr. Wilder, 
through misrepresentation and statements 
in wide variance with the truth; and, 
whereas, the Ladies’ Annex does not and 
cannot, in view of all the facts in the case, 
recognize Mrs Wilder in any way as a 
worthy representative; therefore, be it 
Resolved, by the Ladies, Anmex of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. that we 
hereby repudiate her as a representatiye 
of this body in any respect whatever, and 
that we expel her from membership for 
conduct unbecoming a member of the 
adies’ Annex. 
Resolved, that we again heartily indorse 
our chosen representative for the position 
of lady commissioner of the World’s Fair, 
Mrs. F. W. Mattern, in whose integrity, 
ability and capacity we have the utmost 
confidence. 
Resolved, that a copy of these resolutions 
be sent Commissioner Rose, and we assure 
him that our sentiments are herein fully 
expressed; that we cordially thank him for 
the honor he intended to confer upon us, 
and we trust he will see his'way clear to 
such immediate action as willcarry into 
— his origininal intentions in this mat- 
ter.

The resolutions were referred to the 
Committee on Grievances for further 
action. It is the intention of the ladies 
toexpel their unworthy member, who 
will, however, be given an opportunity 
to answer the charges preferred against 
her, in accordance with the constitu- 
tion. 
Mrs. Wilder was not present at the 
meeting yesterday, but, hoping proba- 
bly to forestall the event of expulsion, 
. **took time by the forelock,’’ as it were, 
and sent her written resignation as a 
member of the Annex. She seems to be 
foiled in this attempt to avoid the odium 
and disgrace of expulsion, however, for 
the ladies are determined to force it 
-upon her and refesed to accept her res- 
ignation, which was laid on the table 
te await further action. 
Mrs. Winslow, the former secretary 
of the Annex, was present and expressed 
her sentiments in no uncertain terms, 
being interrupted by frequent applause, 
which emphasized thé approval of the 
other members. She said: 
Ladies, we- have been robbed, deceived 
and cheated out of our rights by a member 
upon whom we have in times past bestowed 
all the honors we had to bestow, and I a 
peal to you that we do not submit tamely 
to this abuse, that we do not accept her 
resignation, but expel her. [Applause.] 
Gentlemen prominent in business circles 
say that if the Annex has any respect for 
itself, and wants to stand well in the opin- 
ion of the public, it will without delay ex- 
pel the woman who has by deceit and in- 
trigue gained for herself this position.”

A FOOLISH WOMAN. 


Sad Case of Marital Infelicity on the 
East Side. 


A Happy Household Broken Up and a 
Husband and Two Little Children 
Deserted by a Heartless 
Mother. 


Speaking of the comparative felicity 
of the marriage relation in this country 
and abroad, a recent publication gives 
the ratio of separations in France, un- 
der a liberal divorce law, as being 
5457 against 10,000 marriages in the 
year 1890. Although this statement, 
taken, as it purports to be, from the 
official records, may appear startling to 
a certain degree, yet a close observa- 
tion of people at home, and a careful 
perusal of the daily newspapers, would 
go far toward convincing any one who 
had any doubts on the subject that the 
tendency is quite as strong right here, 
and that, were divorces as easily ob- 
tained here as in the _ republic 
mentioned, the proportion of sep- 
arations would be quite as large. 
As it is, they are daily becoming 
more common, and every little while a 
case, such as is now about to be related, 
comes to light, though in the majority 
of cases, as in this, the respectability 
of some of the implicated parties, or, 
perhaps, the innocent little children of 
the estranged couple,causes their names 
to be withheld from the ears and lips of 
the general public. 

This case comes from East Los An- 
geles, and has been freely discussed 
among a certain few for perhaps a 
week past. The husband, and, as it 
appears, the most deeply-wronged 
party, isa sober and industrious man, 


a carpenter, residing, at least till 
within a short time, on Gates 
street out toward the park. His wife 


and the mother of his two children, 
aged respectively 6 and 8 years, is a 
fairly handsome woman of about 26 
years, a demi-brunette of pleasing pres- 
ence, and a particularly fine conver- 
sationalist. 

More than one youug man of her ac- 
quaintance had learned to value her so- 
ciety, and finally her outside relations 
became so complicated that remarks 
were made by the neighbors, at length 
reaching the husband’s ears, and caus- 
ing a scene. But manly indignation 
could not long withstand the pleading 
power of woman’s tears and ready ex- 
planations, so that the two soon kissed 
and made up. The erring wife and 
mother being reproached for being out 
at unseemly hours of the night in com- 
pany with a certain young cable con- 
ductor of the cockney-English persua- 
sion, had at once and successfully ad- 
vanced the excuse that she had been 
sitting up with a “‘sick friend,’’ a lady, 
and thatthe young man, who was a 
neighbor, had kindly offered to es- 
cort her home. This was _ for 
a time satisfactory, but as the 
‘“friend’’ continued to have increas- 
ingly frequent spells of sickness, 
and asthe accommodating escorts in 
each case proved to be young and un- 
married men, the husband again be- 
came suspicious and another family jar 
ensued. More tears and promises and 
a repentant kiss pacified him and he de- 
parted as usual to go to his daily work. 

When he returned at night, however, 
the children met him with a tearful 
statement that ‘‘Mamma had gone away 
and wasn’t coming home any more.”’ 

A little questioning brought out the 
fact that soon after her husband left in 
the morning the wife had dressed her- 
self and packed a few clothes and other 
necessaries fora hurried flight. She 

then kissed the children good-bye and 
left, telling them to be good and per- 
haps some day she would send word to 
them and they could come and see her. 

The father at once made prepara- 
tions to care for the little ones, placing 
them in charge of kind friends on this 
side of the river, and himself continu- 
ing at his regular work. That wascon- 
siderably more than a week ago, and 
one day last week he saw his wife ona 
street car, but alone. He pursued the 


car and, boarding it, besought 
his wife to return to him, or
